AN ALLIANCE. 
Senator Hitchcock, who was at first in­ 
clined to support the four-power treaty, 
declares, after further study of the pact, 
that he cannot give it his endorsement or 
his vote as it now stands. He says the trea­ 
ty is an alliance, an alliance, hatched with 
the utmost secrecy. 
There is no doubt that this is true and 
it will be interesting to see what replies, if 
any, are made by the administration lead­ 
ers to the senator’s strictures. 
Will they 
undertake to deny that the treaty is an al­ 
liance, an “entangling alliance” at that ? Or 
will they admit that it is an alliance, but 
contend that there are alliances and alli­ 
ances, and that some alliances aie good, 
even though they entangle, and that this is 
one of the good kind? 
The latter would be the honest course, 
but it will hardly be adopted. 
The senti­ 
ment against alliances is so strong that the 
only way one can be.put over is to fool the 
people into thin ing that it is not really an 
alliance at all. That will be the republican 
method this time. 
They will not, because 
they cannot, make an honest fight as Mr. 
Wilson made. 
In his famous Manchester 
speech he declared himseit against special 
alliances which could only breed opposing 
alliances and thus create new balances of 
power. 
The pact which he proposed was 
not an alliance. 
On the contrary, it would 
have done away with alliances and bal­ 
ances of power because ultimately' all na­ 
tions would have been in it. 
Mr. Wilson, therefore, having a clean 
case, could meet the alliance issue square­ 
ly. 
The

This pact 
which they propose is an alliance. 
It may 
be a good alliance, a desirable alliance. But 
it is an alliance, and so deep-seated is the 
prejudice, if we may term it such, against 
alliances that 
it is doubtful 
whether the 
people can be convinced that such a thing 
as a good alliance is possible. 
Hence the 
only thing for the republicans to do is to de­ 
ny outright that the four-power pact is an 
alliance. 
It may be that good ends have occasion­ 
ally been achieved by campaigns of de­ 
ception and 
possibly 
this is such an in­ 
stance, 
But when deception is necessary 
to “put over” an undertaking it is well to 
examine the undertaking pretty cerefully. 


MONEY IN POULTRY. 
“Every farmer in Texas,” said a speaker 
before the Texas Butter, Egg and Poultry 
Association, meeting in Dallas last week, 
“should maintain a minimum flock of sev­ 
enty-five pure bred chickens, six or eight 
turkey hens and a small number of cows 
and hogs.” A good many farmers in Texas 
must be maintaining such flocks now for 
last year, it is stated, Texas produced more 
than ?30,000,000 
worth 
of poultry and 
r-ggs alone. 
Members of the Texas Butter, 
vgc and Poultry Association shipped out 
river 18.000,000 chickens during the year. 
I heir products not only went to all parts of 
;he east, but they found a market in Mexico 
luring 1021 for 800 carloads of eggs. 
The value of the poultry and eggs of 
I’exas in 1921 was nearly a s great as the 
,-alue of the cotton crop of South Carolina, 
so wonder reporters for the Dallas News 
found “a cheerful 
and 
confident spirit” 
ifnberR 
< * f this or- 


“The poultry 
business 
probably 
hasn’t 
made many income taxpayers, but it seems 
to have stood up under the stress of the 
times better than most o f the other rural 
businesses.” 
The efforts of the Texas association are 
directed at the present time largely toward 
standardization of poultry producst as a 
step toward enabling these products to be 
marketed cooperatively 
at better prices. 
The members are urged to get rid of mon­ 
grel poultry and secure flocks of blooded 
birds. 
At the present time Texas eggs are 
at a discount of from three to five cents a 
dozen in the eastern markets. 
The assoc­ 
iation wants to eliminate 
this 
discount 
“There is an ever increasing demand,” it is 
stated, “for poultry as well as eggs and 
the better breed of chickens bring so much 
better prices that the association hopes to 
influence the producers to discard all but 
the very best flocks.” 


AFTER THE WEDDING. 


London’s royal wedding is over and miles 
of newspaper columns have been printed 
about it in this country without a sneer in 
anv of them so far as we have observed; 
from which it seems 
logical 
to conclude 
that Americans have grown a little weary 
of the once popular sport of making fun of 
kings and queens and princesses and all the 
appurtenances of royal pomp. 
This is a 
real triumph for royalty and is worth noth- ; 
ing at this time when royalty in general has 
been having a hard time of it in the world. 
Perhaps, too, it is a sign of really better 
feeling in this country for Great Britain, 
due in part at least to a better understand- 1 
ing of the British and oi British institutions, 
including the British monarchy. 
It is being borne in upon us that it is ac­ 
tually possible for a Britisher to be a self- 
respecting man and a freeman enjoying as 
much liberty as an American citizen and 
yet owe allegiance to a king. 
V e still like 
our way better, but we are about ready 
now’ to let the British continue with their 
way if they want to— and think none the 
less of them for doing so. 
At least that is 
one conclusion which might be drawn from 
the fact that scarcely an American news­ 
paper has felt impelled to point out on the 
occasion of this royal 
wedding 
that the 
princess isn’t really any better than any 
other young woman simply because she is 
a princess.

THE INCOME TAX IN ILLINOIS. 


The constitutional convention of Illinois, 
has completed what the Chicago Tribune 
declares to be “the most important feature 
of its work to date.” It adopted a proposal 
for a state income tax for Illinois that will 
cause every man, woman and child earning 
in excess of $500 per year, to pay a tax on 
those earnings. 
As adopted, by a vate of 
53 to 8, the proposal reads: 
“Section 4— A general income tax 
may be levied also on all incomes: If 
the income tax be graduated and pro­ 
gressive the highest rate shall not ex­ 
ceed three times the lowest rate. 
No 
person shall have an exemption or de­ 
duction for living expenses of more 
than $500 from income derived from 
personal service 
or any 
exemption 
from income derived from any other 
source, but the general assembly may 
permit such deductions as shall com­ 
pensate for taxes paid upon property 
from which the taxed income is de­ 
rived.” 
Authority will thus be given to Illinois 
legislat ures to levy a tax on all incomes and 
the Chicago Tribune argues that under the 
terms specified 
“virtually every voter in 
the state w ill become a taxpayer” and will 
have a personal 
stake in avoiding 
waste 
and extravagance at the public expense. 
And amendment to increase the exemption 
from $500 to $1,000 was “overwhelmingly 
voted down.”
